Dear Jim: 


Roy Cahoon telephoned me after talking to y&n about the commem- 
orative paper money idea. He indicated that you and I should talk about 
this further prior to the January 12, 1973 Panel meeting. 

As I understand it, the Mint is not suggesting any commemorative 
coinage but is suggesting a change in the reverse on the 50$ and $1.00 
coins and a date of 1776-1976 instead of the standard date of 1976. The 
new coin reverses would be the reverse for the coins for the future. If 
this occurs there would be no separate commemorative coinage. 

This leaves an opportunity to have a meaningful and attractive 
special paper money commemorative issue. Something nice ought to be done 
to tie paper money into the celebration. Although in the past uc talked 
about one small size 50$ note, it might be that a small set of 50$ notes 
with perhaps one common face could contain a fine group of patriotic, artis- 
tic, historical vignettes and legends. They could be sold at a modest 
premium in a plastic envelope within a price that everyone, including 
children, could afford. They would not circulate and would be no problem 
to the Secret Service. These could be United States Notes rather than 
Federal Reserve Notes. You may have further or different ideas as to 
how something effective can be done as I believe it is an opportunity which 
should not be missed. 

I understand that you will be on vacation during the last week 
in December. I will be in Jamaica for the first week in January. I 
will telephone you at the beginning of the second week in January so that 
we can talk this matter out. If it is necessary that we meet prior to 
the January 12 Panel meeting, I could come to Washington one day earlier, 
unless you would come here.

Dear Eric: 

How right you were that we were in Washington during 
the month of January. Actually, we haven't left Washington 
even for a day during the last two years, and this is the 
explanation why we could not attend the last meeting of the 
ARBC Coins and Medals Panel on January 12, 1973. A strange 
coincidence piled one mammoth project on top of the other, 
completely tying us down. I am afraid it will continue to 
be so for at least another two or three months. 

You brought up the Sub-Panel of Design, reminding me 
of something which I thought was long dead and forgotten. 

At least all the events since last February, 1972, led me 
to that conclusion. It was then that Ralph Menconi and I 
got together to develop a last-minute design for the first 
Bicentennial Medal in order to meet a crucial deadline. 
Although under great pressure with a very tight schedule 
for the forthcoming opening of our Numismatic Hall, I took 
the time, however, to work with Ralph on that project. 

Since those hectic days I have not heard anything about the 
medal, nor received information about the working stages, 
nor seen the completed package. In fact, up to this moment, 
almost exactly one year from that date, I have not received 
medal nor a courtesy specimen for the National Museum, a cus 
tom which has been observed for so many privately produced 
medals. In fact, we are kept better informed through photo- 
graphs, press releases or actual medals about the striking 
of many other medals than about the one where the two of us 
were instrumental in producing the design.

Although I was very busy with the opening of our new 
Numismatic Hall and the editing of the Medal section of the 
Survey of the Numismatic Bibliography for the forthcoming 
International Congress, I have talked with Margo about plans 
for scheduling the 1973 Medal, pleading for a more adequate 
and less pushed schedule for the development of an appro- 
priate design. Therefore, I doubt that I can be accused of 
lack of interest in this matter. However, unfortunately, at 
the present time a very heavy schedule for a forthcoming pro- 
ject makes it absolutely impossible for me — and I believe 
I may speak also for my husband — to actively take part in 
any additional projects. 1 

I had the opportunity to talk to Mr. Jerome Pearlmutter, 
who so ably replaces me, and I was very impressed with his 
interest in this matter.

Plans are now being formulated throughout the country to commemorate this 
Uation* ■ Bicentennial in 1976. The attached information pertains to a 
suggestion submitted to the Treasury Department and a number of prominent 
citizens axe supporting the idea. 

Cur forefathers had good intentions in expressing in that day s 
terminology their meaning of the Great, Beal of the United Statee, as snown 
on the reverse side of our present $1 Federal Reserve Note. In our modern 
day, however, this meaning is unknown to the vast majority of people who 
do not understand the Latin expressions used within the Seal. 

The enclosed data explains in detail the numerous advantages of a commemo- 
t i v ** issue and a $1 bill of the type advocated would certainly modernize 
our current Federal Reserve Note while historically educating the present 
ami future generations of our country. This could all be accomplished 
while serving as a monetary medium of exchange at no additional expense to 
the Government . The educational aspects alone which over the years have 
been practically nil would be tremendous. 

If you find the related facts interesting and worthy of consideration we 
would be honored to have your support in the project. This can be 
accomplished by writing to The Honorable George P. 3hultz, Secretary of 
the Treasury, Washington, D. C. 20220, and recommending that the Treasury 
Department consider improving our present $1 bill; namely by explaining the 
Latin and other pertinent facts encompassing the two symbols that represent 
The Great Beal of the United 3tates . 

The theory of a Democracy is to keep everyone informed and a Commemorative 
Bicentennial Note of the type mentioned, or one similar to, would be a most 
effective way to publicize this momentous occasion.

In the letter of 24 October 1973 from Mrs. Byrd on your behalf, I 
was asked for comments on the Heritage Committee Report. 


I have read Dr. McCormick's comments. After reading this document 
I agree that it needs major overhauling. Many sections of it attempt to e 
popular historical narrative and this seems inappropriate. The introduction 
seems too folksy. The length of the text, plus pictures, will exhaust rea 


The philatelic numismatic combination souvenir (PNC) and the medals 
program has already resulted in the participation by over a million members 
of the public since 1972 and is going forward. It is given merely honorable 
mention on page 7. This program has probably been more successful than 
anything ARBC has undertaken, yet it has been described most casually an 
only as a money-raising operation with no detail given even in that regar . 


The Post Office Department which has produced a steady program of 
Bicentennial postage stamps has been given virtually no recognition for its 
accomplishments . 


Turning to the portion on page 63, relating to coins, I find that 
it is inaccurate and already out of date. For example, it states that if 
Congress approves ***", and, although this was presented in September, 1973, 
this statement is now obsolete because the bill has been passed. The report 
states that "a new coinage design is to be used for dollars, half dollars and 
quarters for the year 1976." This is misleading in that three new designs 
are to be used, and they are only to be used on the reverse of the three 
coins. The date is not part of the competition. The report states that the 
date 1776 will be added to all coins minted during the Bicentennial Era 
and this is not accurate because coins in 1977 will carry the date 1777-1977, 
and in 1978 will carry the date 1778-1978, etc., unless the Secretary of the 
Treasury discontinues the bicentennial design program altogether. A major 
point in the design competition is that it is open to every American and this 
should be emphasized for goodwill purposes. The U. S. Mint which is the 
major participant in the coins and medals program should be specifically 
recognized by name.

Although the ARBC was specifically charged with making recom- 
mendations about appropriate numismatic commemoration of the bicen- 
tennial, it was not until February 25, 1970 that a Coins and Medals 
Advisory Panel was created, and a chairman named. 1 2 3 The prospective 
members of the Advisory Panel were screened between March and May, 

1970, undergoing routine security checks and investigation by both 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation and the Internal Revenue Service. 

On April 16, 1970, panel Chairman George Lang received his 
first report from the ARBC on the Coins and Medals Advisory Panel. ^ 

Sent by Hugh A. Hall, deputy executive director of the ARBC, the 
report consisted largely of correspondence received on the topic of 
numismatic commemoration of the bicentennial up to April 15, 1970. 

Two other reports would be written and submitted to the chairman be- 

O 

fore the panel met for the first time in September, 1970.° 

ARBC Report Number One on Coins and Medals was written by F. 
Patrick Butler, who served the ARBC in a multi-faceted role. He was 
an executive assistant to the chairman of the Advisory Panel, numis- 
matic coordinator for the Bicentennial Commission, and an effective 
administrator for the coins and medals program of the ARBC. 

After giving an extensive background to chairman Lang on the 
distinction between a commemorative coin and medal (Lang was not a 
collector and thus had to be given basic, fundamental information

Then, the Report neatly summarized the viewpoints of each of 
the four sectors that the panel would ultimately have dealings with: 


[T] h e Treasury Department is taking a conservative stand 
in relation to to the origination of new coins; the coin 
corporations are primarily interested in providing assis- 
tance based on a quid pro quo philosophy with the Commis- 
sion; the numismatists are primarily interested in their 
collections, reflecting at the same time a genuine pur- 
pose in developing American interest in history through 
numismatism; and the public has taken a subjective pa- 
triotic concern that their ideas for new covins should be 
taken into consideration by the Commission."' 


It was obvious to the Bicentennial Commission that policy guide- 
lines would be required before it could effectively deal with the issue 
of commemorative coins and medals. The vested interests of coin cor- 
porations, the concerns of numismatists and the collecting public, 
and the position taken by the bureaucracy within the Treasury depart- 
ment (representing the Administration) -- plus the views of the general, 
non-collecting public -- all would have to be carefully considered 
before positive action could be taken. ^ 

In order to accomplish this, the first ARBC Report posed an 
important question that, ultimately, the Coins and Medals Advisory 
Panel would have to answer: "Should a commemorative coin (currency) 
be made?"^ For the sake of advocacy, the Report answered the question

The enclosed is the latest information I have concerning the disbursement 
of funds from the sale of commemorative medals and PNCs. You expressed 
particular interest in expendatures for promotion of the 1973 line, ine 
last three items under "Promotion Costs" pertain to our contract with 
Barton and Gillet, a copy of which you have. I can find no other ex- 
pendatures of these non-appropriated funds for promotion. The $280,000 
figure I passed on to you must be an error. 


All but two or three thousand dollars have been paid to the contractor. 
The balance will be paid when we receive a final report. We have not 
yet conducted an appraisal of the contractor's performance. This, no 
doubt, will be the responsibility of the contracting officer. 


The television film-spots, radio tapes and other material were furnished 
to the media for exposure as a public service without charge to the ARBC. 


As you know, we have a contract with Weinman, the sketches for the 
1974 medal have been received and approved with revisions, and the 
plaster models are now being constructed in basins provided by the 
Philadelphia Mint. Delivery of the models is scheduled for 
December 22, 1973.

We have received no replies to our poll of the Panel membership 
concerning artists for future medals and the 1976 National Medal. 

Lynn Carroll has left the ARBC to assume a position in the National 
Science Foundation. Our legislation creating an American Revolution 
Bicentennial Administration is awaiting Presidential signature at 
this writing.

The famous painting of this event by Emanuel 
Leutze, an exact copy of which hangs here, has for 
long years been a symbol of freedom to people the 
world over. It has been used in thousands of 
educational and other publications, and recently 
was represented for international philatelists on 
a widely circulated stamp from the Asian country of 
Manama (see all Philatelic Periodicals of the year) . 

In addition to its fame, it is a fact that the 
event here is second only in importance to the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence in 1776, to 
be celebrated in the Bicentennial Year, 1976 

It seems especially fitting and quite important 
that the Coins & Medals Committee should promote the 
issuance of a coin or medal, or both, to commemorate 
this event for the year 1976.
